Ickes Announces Geologists 
: Are on Way — Aim Is 
to Make Hemisphere 
Self-Sufficient.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 

The newest effort to make coun- 
tries of the Western Hemisphere 
independent of foreign sources of 
war materials was announced by 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes 
yesterday. 
In a statement released at his 
press conference, he said six scien- 
tists of the United States Geological 
Survey were en route to Bolivia, 
Cuba and. Brazil to explore areas 
which may furnish tin, tungsten, 
Manganese, chromite and anti- 
mony, as well as some other met- 
als essential in the Western Hem- 
isphere defense program. 


All of these are listed as either 
“necessary” or “critical” materials 
in the production of steel and light- 
weight alloys for aircraft construc- 
tion, and most of them have in 
the past been imported from Far 
Eastern and European countries. 
These supplies either have been 
curtailed or cut off entirely in the 
present wars. 

Ickes said the explorations be- 
ing undertaken were planned, with 
the co-operation of the countries 
concerned, to develop the economic 
and military defense of the West- 
ern Hemisphere. Asked if it was 
an effort to make the Western 
Hemisphere countries independent 
of Europe and the Far East, he re- 
plied, “We hope so, but no one can 
tell what these geologists will find 
down there.” 

“This move, which will be sup- 
plemented by the detailing of two 
additional geologists for South 
American studies within a few 
weeks, is part of a general pro- 
gram of Pan-American economic 
co-operation. The program in- 
cludes studies by four Department 
of Agriculture scientists of the pos- 
sibilities of establishing new rub- 
ber plantations in Latin American 
countries.” 

The scientists investigating vital 
metal deposits are S. R. Capps and 
W. D. Johnson Jr., who are going 
to Brazil; C. F. Parks Jr. and T. 
T. Theyer, who are en route to 
Cuba; and E. Callaghan and J. F. 
McAlester, who will investigate tin, 
tungsten and antimony deposits in 
Bolivia. 


Most of the expense involved in 
these studies will be borne by the 
United States but the Latin-Ameri- 
can countries will furnish supplies, 
transportation and the co-operation 
of their own geologists.

Individual Efforts to Provide Relief in Do . 
tinental Europe May Jeopardize Official 
U. S. Policy and Strengthen Position of 


HERE is one thing that must 

be kept clearly in mind re- 

garding any relief as ce 
to the continent of Europe. It is 
this: The question of w':ether or 
not this country should assist in 
feeding the wretched nations under 
Hitler's hee. is not merely a 
humanitarian question. It is a polit- 
ical question, and involves major 
policy at every point. ° 

We cannot afford to regard it as 
merely a humanitarian’ matter. 
There is too much at stake. This 
country has appropriated billions 
for defense; it has conscripted mil- 
lions of men. The appropriations 
and the conscription are occa- 
sioned by the recognition of a 
menace to all independent coun- 
tries, all free men, and all demo- 
cratic institutions by a combina- 
tio. of Powers in Europe and 
in the Far East, whose openly 
avowed aim is redistribution and 
reorganization of the world, in- 
cluding this hemisphere. 

The European wing of the Axis 
is now being held away from Amer- 
ica, and held down in the Atlantic 
highways, by the British. It is our 
policy to aid the British by every 
means short of war. Again, this is 
a policy to which almost unanimous 
consent has been given, through 
both major parties. 

It is, therefore, our policy to see 
to it that nothing whatsoever is 
done, while we continu: arming, 
that can in any way strengthen the 
position of the Axis Powers whom 
we clearly recognize on their own 
say-so and behavior as our possible 
enemies. 


OLICY and diplomacy are weap- 
ons of defense no less’ than 
tanks and ships and guns. In fac- 
ing totalitarian Powers, engaged 
in total war, we are greatly handi- 
capped by the diffusion of our dem- 
ocratic forces. The totalitarian 
Powers have a completely inte- 
grated policy, and every individ- 
ual and every economic, political, 
and social group is forced to col- 
laborate with that policy. There is 
no such thing as a German busi- 
ness man conducting his own for- 
eign policy, or a German social 
organization conducting its. The 
Nazi government has an aim and 
a program for the achievement of 
that aim, and everybody plays ball 
or goes to concentration camp. 
* » 
N the face of such concentration, 
we should decide, it seems to me, 
to do nothing in connection with 
the totalitarian governments or 
their captives, except for a clear 
political objective, and by, through, 
or with the consent of our own 
Government. If we permit indi- 
vidual citizens, committees and cor- 
porations to’ function heterogene- 
ously and independently we shall 
be undermining the authority of 
ths State Department and defeating 
our own national ends. We shall 
never be able to ‘act with the high- 
est degree of efficiency in dealing 
with the completely integrated to- 
talitarian Powers. And it must be 
borne in mind that the coverage of 
their integration endompasses not 
only captive governments but un- 
witting stool pigeons of theirs, in 


our democracy. 
+ - . 

T present we have a foreign pol- 
A icy for the United States and 


iseveral other foreign policies con- 


ducted by various groups. 
The official and unofficial poli- 
cies are by no means synchronized, 
and, indeed, it is possible for these 
pursued out of 
however much good will, greatly to 
embarrass the conduct of foreign 
relations, in the most critical mo- 
ment of our history. 

Mr. Hoover’s activities, for in- 
stance, ought to be judged in the 
light of our whole policy and ought, 
it seems to me, to be conducted in 
harmony with it, or not conducted 
at all. 

For any large-scale relief activity 
involves relations with foreign gov- 
ernments, or their agents. I un- 
derstand, for instance, that there 
is talk of attempting the consolidat- 
ing of all the foreign national relief 
agencies—Finnish, Belgian, Polish, 
Dutch and Norwegian—into the 
Hoover organization and then ab- 
sorbing with them the main for- 
eign tasks of the Red Cross. If such 
a movement becomes organized, 
aside from official policy, possibly 
in opposition to official policy, and 
rejecting the discipline of official 
policy, it can help to paralyze and 
confuse our diplomacy and, indeed, 
render it difficult if not impossible 
to pursue a consistent and authori- 


tative policy at all.

Secondly, we can, it seems to me, 
undertake nothing except through 
negotiations, directly, with German 
army leaders about the release of 
grain to the most distressed areas. 
|According to highly reliable in- 
formation, the German Government 
has vast stores of grain, which it 
has extorted from the immensely 
rich grain fields -of Hungary and 
the Balkans, and if this grain is 
to continue to be stored in Germany 
to assure a prolongation of the war 
and a greater chance of victory for 
the Nazis, while the business of 
teeding their victims is shoved onto 
us, we ought to know aLout it. The 


record must be clear, and the re- 


sponsibility placed where it belongs. 

Third, it’ might seem wise to 
co-operate with the British for the 
releasing of ‘relief to Finland, if it 
is clear that German troops are not 
in Finland, as, it has been report- 
ed, they are. 


Fourth, it is reported that Mr. 
Hoover desires to move 950,000 tons 
of grain to Norway. Will the Ger- 
man authorities allow this grain to 
be purchased in the Balkans and 
moved from there? 


It is of prime importance that the 
State Department and the Ameri- 
can people know whether any relief 
avtivities are not, first, aiding the 
Germans by serving to break the 
British blockade, and, quite as im- 
portant, aiding the Germans to 
maintain in their interests a block- 
ade against the countries they occu- 
by—a blockade of food resources 
from the rest of Europe. 


The questions are complicated, in- 
volve our relations with Britain in- 
volve our own eventual safety, and 
involve the highest matters of in- 
ternational politics. 


There is. no such thing left in the 
world today, alas, and unfortu- 
nately, as a purely humanitarian 
venture in international affairs. 
There is not and there will not be 
until the nations of the world again 
live and operate under certain in- 
ternationally accepted codes. 


The International Red Cross was 
knocked to bits by the Nazis, who 
withdrew from it in order to make 
their own Red Cross an instrument 
for furthering the aims of the Nazi 
Government.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, suggest- 
ed. today that.the first step in 
heavier taxes for defense should 
be to increase the normal levy on 
personal incomes from 4 per cent to 
10 per cent. 

Taft asserted that personal in- 
comes were “the most promising 
source of revenue” and added that 
a Federal sales tax should not. be 
imposed until increased taxes on 
individuals have been tried, 

He said that “we would only be 
fooling ourselves” if an effort were 
made to increase taxes on corpora- 
tions. “Taxes on business are 
passed on to the people,” he con- 
tinued, “but they tend to discour- 
age business activity.” 

Pointing out that the people of 
Great Britain had managed to pay 
increasingly heavy income tax rates, 
Taft told reporters that a man mak- 
ing $5000. in this country, with 
average exemptions, now paid only 
$120 tax. He added that if the nor- 
mal tax rate was increased from 4 
to 10 per cent, such a man would 
pay $300.

600 Hear Bill Decried as 
Communistic, Bewilder- 
ing and a ‘Terrible In- 
sult to Churches.” 


The proposed zoning ordinance, 
which would comprehensively af- 
fect property throughout the city, 
was denounced as “communistic, 
unconstitutional, confiscatory, be- 
wildering,” and a “terrible insult 
to churches,” at its first public 
hearing yesterday at the Municipal 
Auditorium, where not a_ voice 
among the 600 persons attending 
was raised in favor of it. 

Particularly incensed were the 
speakers representing church 
groups, whose bitter criticism of a 
clause in the bill which does not 
provide for churches in the single- 
family dwelling districts, was fre- 
quently interrupted by fervent 
“amens.” Another clause, which 
would compel places of public as- 
sembly, including churches, to pro- 
vide parking space came in for a 
severe verbal whacking. 

Arousing equal opposition among 
the critical speakers was the sec- 
tion on non-conforming uses, which 
provides that commercial or in- 
dustrial structures in the single- 
family zones would have to be re- 
moved or converted to single dwell- 
ings by 1950, except that such build- 
ings erected since 1920 may re- 
main in their present use for 40 


lyears after the date of issuance of 
iconstruction permits, 1979 being 


the final limit. 
Pastors Assail Bill. 

The Rev. Joseph Frenz read a 
motion before the meeting adopted 
by the Lutheran Pastoral Confer- 
ence representing 50 churches, 
which said that the ordinance 
would halt the growth of the church, 
would destroy church property, 
made “an unnecessary evil,” tended 
to “squelch” the church, and was 
a “terrible insult” to 100 years of 
Lutheranism in the city. Pastors 
representing the Baptist, Presby- 
terilan and other denominations 
also assailed sections of the Dill 
affecting churches and church 
parking. 

Pastors of Negro churches, many 
in districts where space for park- 
ing lots is not available, joined in 
the protest. The Rev. C. M. Long, 
Negro pastor of Central Baptist 
Church, Washington and Ewing 
avenues, charged that the pro- 
visions of the ordinance had the 
same effect as the Nazi policy 
against churches and their proper- 
ties in that the bill was confisca- 
tory and tended to eliminate 
churches,

He declared the parking provi- 
sions were discriminatory in that 
the bill provided places of public 
assembly must furnish space “suf- 
ficient to accommodate one motor 
car for each four seats in the main 
assembly hall,” but that hotels and 
multiple dwellings had to provide 
space for only one car to each four 
guests. 

Attacking a clause which says 
that if the non-conforming use of 
a premises “is voluntarily discon- 
tinued for a period of 180 days,” 
its use thereafter shall conform to 
the type described for that district 
in the bill, Federer declared the 
owner “would have to tear the 
building down or remodel it, and 
could not use it for the purpose for 
which it was bought.” He cited 
numerous instances of neighbor- 
hood stores where this would ac- 
tually happen under this section, 
or the one providing for conform- 
ance by 1950. 


A section of the bill that denies 
the right to alter a building unless 
the alteration is consistent with the 
use of the building for that dis- 
trict in which it is situated, drew 
sarcastic comment from Federer, 
other real estate dealers, and sever- 
al private property owners. 


The speakers said such provision 
would throw property into disuse, 
would prevent investment and de- 
velopment, and when a building 
neighborhood changed in character, 
the buildings couldn't be altered to 
meet the natural changes.

ROM the way they go at it, the 

Marx Brothers must have been 

itching to play a shoot-’em-up 
Western ever since they were good 
little men and had to be tied to 
the table leg or locked up in the 
closet. 

“Go West” finds them with too 
much plot and too many six-guns 
but still unsurpassed for sheer in- 
Sanity in three or four sequences. 
One of these is a mad train ride 
to make a deal for a new railroad 
extension, which finds Groucho 
and Chico firing the boilers and 
Harpo chopping up the coaches for 
fuel which he carries precariously 
forward in his arms. The two vil- 
lains, meanwhile, are racing in the 
same direction by the faster means 
of spring wagon. 

Another typically Marxian epi- 
sode is where they break into the 
villain’s apartment, above a saloon, 
to loot his safe and meet up with 
a blonde and two girl friends. At 
the conclusion, the villain gets 
Chico and Groucho at pistol point, 
Harpo comes up behind the villain, 
a second villain trumps that trick, 
friends get the draw on the second 
villain and a single file of pris- 
oners and pistols lines up all the 
way to the door. No Western dou- 
ble-capture can ever seem serious 
again. 

A visit to an Indian camp, of 
course, sets Groucho loose on furi- 
ous wisecracking, some of which is 
so good it deserves not to be boot- 
legged here. 

“Go West,” perhaps, is not as 
hilarious as it might have been.

Contrasts Here and There. 


The contrast between the old- 
fashioned structures and the new 
fronts in a variety of modernistic 
styles, colors and materials was 
striking. Frost pointed out that 
the effort was confined to making 
over the exteriors, leaving interior 
changes to follow as a matter of 
course with the improvement of 
business and the demands of ten- 
ants.

He did not go into details 
on how property owners, mortgage 
holders, financial agencies and 
others involved were induced to 
proceed with improvements, but 
this was part of the persuasive 
function of his association.

Downtown Oakland was suffer- 
ing as from gangrene when the 
movement started, he related, but 
now it is crowded and busy. ,“To 
the decentralization fifth column- 
ists in the real estate business I 
say, ‘Stop advising clients down- 
town business is through,’” he re- 
marked. Vacant stores have been 
reduced to a slim percentage, and 
mostly are on the fringe of the dis- 
trict, he added. 

Co-operative Parking Plan. 

A co-operative parking associa- 
tion, in which professional men, 
banks and newspapers joined as 
well as merchants, has provided 
free parking for customers on six 
lots, with no purchase required for 
validation of a check.

Other fields in which the prop- 
erty owners’ association has been 
active, Frost continued, have in- 
cluded: Obtaining lower tax valu- 
ations, although business is better 
than in 1929; steps to curb “ribbon”

strictions which hampcred improve- 
ment of an adjoining old-fashioned 
residence district; decreasing street 
hazards; improving mass transpor- 
tation access to the business center.

PLANE WITH GLASS-COVERED 
WINGS PUT THROUGH TESTS 


Use of Fireproof Fabric Expected 
to Open New Field of Construc- 
tion in Light Craft. 
ALLIANCE, O., Dec. 13 (AP).— 
An airplane with “glass” wings, 
so fire-resistant that a torch pro- 
duces only a smudge on its fabric, 
was tested yesterday to open a new 
field of construction in the light 

horsepower categories. 

Yet to be approved by the Gov- 
ernment, the material employed can 
be used, the manufacturer said, 
both on primary and basic military 
training planes as well as on the 
light machines in civilian pilot 
training. 

The wings of the plane used for 
the experiment, produced by the 
Taylorcraft Aviation Corporation, 
were covered with a woven glass 
fabric which took the place of the 
“doped” cotton or linen fabric used 
since World War days. 

The wooden and metal interior 
structure of the wings was like that 
in conventional light airplanes. The 
glass fabric also can be adapted 
to cover the fuselage and control 
surface framework. 

The fire hazard in fabric-cov- 
ered planes has led manufacturers 
to install fire walls behind the en- 
gines and, in the higher priced 
field, to equip engines with auto- 
matic fire-quenching devices.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP).— 
The Federal Reserve Board esti- 
mated today that industry, spurred 
by defense orders, reached a new 
peak in. November. 

The board’s seasonally adjusted 


index of industrial production 
placed November output at 131 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average. The 
index had been 128 the preceding 
month and 124 a year ago. 
“Recent increases in activity 
have been widespread,” the agen- 
cy’s monthly bulletin asserted. 
“Expanded output has occurred not 
only in industries directly engaged 
in production of war materials and 
in those making goods formerly 
supplied by European producers; 
war and defense developments 
have also increased civilian ex- 
penditures. 

“In the aggregate these increases 
have much more than offset losses 
resulting from the closing of many 
foreign markets for American 
goods. Retail sales of automobiles 
have been exceptionally large this 
autumn, more new houses have 
been bought, and consumers’ pur- 
chases of other products have in- 
creased substantially, although not 
so much as buying in the wholesale 
markets. A sharp rise in factory 
construction this autumn has been 
to meet civilian requirements, as 
well as military demands.” 

The board also estimated that to- 
tal employment in. the United 
States had increased by more than 
2,000,000 persons between August, 
1939, and October, 1940. This was 
said to be a net gain. Huge in- 
creases in industrial employment 
overbalanced some declines in the 
agricultural field. ° 
The board noted slight price rises 
in some fields, but added that 
“wage rates in.general have shown 
little change.” 

Profits of corporations were said 
to have declined somewhat in the 
last part of this year, because high- 
er costs and taxes more than off- 
set increased sales. 


MRS, SARAH SUTTON WILSON 
DIES IN MAPLEWOOD AT 75 


Granddaughter of Farmer Who 
Bought Large Tract West of 
City Limits in 1820.
